The following Report is respectfully presented. 

TuHroucHour the town there has been a marked im- 
provement in the condition of the schools as compared 
with the previous year. Generally teachers have been se- 
lected who have proved to be better adapted to their work 
than their predecessors. In one or two instances, schools, 
which a year ago ranked among the poorest‘in town, have 
this year risen to the first rank. Perhaps in others the 
progress has heen a trifle less satisfactory. 

Prudential Committees cannot be urged too strongly to 


use Gare and discretion in the selection of their teachers as_ 


the experience of the past year has proved in some of the 
districts in town. Teachers should be chosen, who, be- 
sides possessing the requisite education, are adapted to 
their schools,— to the parents as well as to the pupils: 
for it is a well known fact that a teacher’s labors are al- 
most invariably unsuccessful unless he has the eneourage- 


ment and support of the inhabitants of the district where 
he labors. 


Instead of a disparaging word now and then, our teach- 
ers need words of encouragement. They labor hard for 
small compensation, and the wonder is that our schools 
are as good as they are.

As was suggested in the report last year, we do not offer 
sufficient salaries to our teachers. If we would secure first 


class talent, we must be willing to pay for it. [t should — 


be remembered that the value of a school does not consist 
wholly in its duration. A short term taught by a compe- 
tent instructor may be more profitable than others which 
are more protracted. ) 

During the year nineteen terms of school have been 
taught 1 in the nine districts of the town, the longest con- 
tinuing thirteen weeks and the shortest, three. 

~The Superintendent has made during the year thirty-six 


official visits upon the schools. The only change which 


has been made in text books, consists of the introduction 


of Swinton’s Readers to take the place of the Franklin — 


series. The following is a report of the schools by districts.

District No. 1. 


The first term was commenced by Miss SorpH1a R. PIKE of New- 
port, but the prevalence of sickness in the district brought the school 
to a premature close at the end of the third week.
